OCTOBER  UNIFORM.  PRICE $4.47 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to 
the  Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  October  1963,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform 

price  of  $4,47  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3 .5% . A butter  fat 

differential  of  7,3  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual 
tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum 
price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredw'eight  marketing  service  deduction 
and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend 
price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.47  price  for  October  1963  is  1 cent  above  the  September  1963 
price,  and  9 cents  above  the  October  1962  price.  This  $4.47  blend  price 
includes  ab  oH  39$  per  cwt „ derived  from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by 

handlers  under  the  "Louisville  Plan"  in  April,  May  and  June. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AMD  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  19,223,919  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  market  during  October  1963,  of  which  15,696,736  pounds  or  81.7% 
was  utilized  in  Class  I by  18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  5.5% 
from  September  1963.  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  9.3% 
from  September  1963. 

NOVEMBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.35 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  October  basic  formula  price  of  $3.15 
(Wiscons in-Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price 
for  November.  This  price  of  $4.35  is  3 cents  above  the  October  Class  I price. 

ANNUAL  FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER.  STATISTICS 

A 112  page  tabulation  concerning  operations  of  83  Federal  milk  orders 
for  1962  has  been  issued  by  the  USDA. 

This  new  bulletin  contains  general  statistics  on  Federal  milk  marketing 
orders,  data  on  number  of  handlers  and  producers,  quantities  of  milk  priced 
in  each  market,  prices  and  gross  value  of  milk  in  each  market  and  fluid 
milk  product  sales  in  certain  milk  marketing  areas. 

The  bulletin,  entitled  "Federal  Milk  Order  Market  Statistics  - Annual 
Summary  for  1962",  Statistical  Bulletin  No.  335,  may  be  inspected  at  the 
Market  Administrator's  office.
